I'ir.  Cioairmon  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  /mnu-al  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

The  Registrar  G-eneral's  mid-2’’ear  estimate  of  the  popiilation  was 
22,840  vrhich  is  an  increase  of  200  over  1967.  This,  of  course,  is  in 
lceepin.g  vath  what  one  would  expect  with  the  groTvth  of  housing 
development  which  is  talcing  place,  especially  in  the  Eastern  area  of 
the  district. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  398,  which  gave  a crude  birth  rate 
of  19  per  thousand  popuiation  and  which  when  standardised  vas  21  per 
thousand  population,  which  compares  >dth  the  national  average  of  16.9. 

There  were  10  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which  gave  on 
irsfant  mortality  rate  of  25  per  thousand  births  compared  vrith  the 
national  average  of  18  per  thousand.  Perusal  of  the  causes  of  death 
amongst  these  10  infants  showed  that  prematurity  was  the  biggest  factor 
but,  nevertheless,  I am  particularly  concerned  about  this  loss  of  infant 
life.  It  is  possible  to  get  wide  variations  in  the  infant  mortalitj’^ 
rates  in  particular  localities,  and  it  would  be  wise  to  defer  any  further 
comment  on  this  matter  until  the  returns  for  1969  are  to  hand,  as 
eccamination  of  the  tables  in  my  report  vdll  reveal  that  infant  deaths 
have  varied  over  the  years  1956  to  1968  from  between  4 and  11„ 

There  were  3 still  births,  wliich  gave  a still  birth  rate  of  7 per 
thousand  population,  compared  xidth  the  national  average  of  14,  and  I am 
pleased  to  say  that  no  mothers  died  in  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

There  irere  290  deaths  in  1968  xrhich  gave  a standardised  death  rate 
of  11.9  per  thousand  population,  compared  wdth  11.8  for  England  and 
bhles,  and  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  coronar;^''  heart  disease,  wMch 
accounted  for  69  deaths,  followed  by  strokes  (53)  end  cancer  (54),  with 
cancer  of  the  lung  (14  deaths)  accounting  for  the  commonest  organ  affected. 

There  is  overwiielming  evidence  that  atmospheric  pollution  from  wha.t- 
ever  cause  may  well  be  a decisive  factor  in  causing  cancer  of  the  lung, 
and  it  is  imperative  tliat  air  pollution  from  x^hatever  cause  be  reduced  to 
the  minimum. 

In  October  1967  a deposit  gauge  was  placed  in  lialkyn  Village  and 
during  1968  readings  x-rare  taken  each  month,  and  it  can  be  shoxai  that 
182  tons  per  square  mile  of  dust  fell  on  the  Village  of  HalJqyn  in  1968, 
and  most  of  this  dust  could  xrell  have  come  from  quarrying  activities. 

It  is  important  for  all  quarrying  establishments  to  maintain  the  highest 
possible  standards  of  dust  prevention  in  their  plants  so  as  to  reduce  the 
ri^s  of  nuisance  and  health  hazards  to  the  nearby  residents. 

The  Health  Department  Staff  carried  out  an  extensive  programme  of 
samplying  of  rax;  mill:  in  the  district,  and  it  vfas  necessary  to  issue  a 
Pasteurisation  Order  on  a Producer/Retailer  whose  miUc  was  foxmd  to 
contain  brucella  organisms.  As  xd.ll  be  seen  further  on  in  this  report 
2 cases  of  Brucellosis  vere  notified  during  tlie  year  and  x-7e  liave  a long 
x;ay  to  go  before  Brucellosis  is  eradicated  from  cattle.  I regret  to  say 
that  the  Government  scheme  for  the  eradication  is  mal:ing  sloxrer  progress 
than  I x/oxild  lilce,  and  I xrould  like  to  see  the  Government  tal-ce  a lead  bj;" 
accelerating  the  progress  of  the  scheme. 

During  the  year  a Public  Enquiry  xxas  held  into  the  Biynford  Schopxe 
and  the  outcome  of  this  is  axmited.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made 
on  many  major  and  minor  sewerage  schemes  ii  the  district  and  the  details 
of  these  are  included  in  this  report  by  the  kind  permission  of  Mr.  D<-.vie3 
the  Engineer.  It  is  hoped  that  x-j-hen  all  these  schemes  are  completed  that 
over  8C^p  of  the  properties  in  the  Kolyxrell  Rural  District  Goxmcil's  area 
xri.ll  have  main  drainage  facilities.  There  xri.ll  alx7ays  be  a small  nxxmber 
of  properties  in  the  remote  xeural  areas  xjhich  will  never  enjoy  main 
drainage  facilities,  and  it  is  important  to  encoxxrage  tlxe  oxjners  of  these 
properties  to  provide  adequate  septic  tank  arrangements  xrhere  these  are 
not  already  installed.  I should  lilce  to  see  the  end  of  the  cesspool 
emptjring  service  in  the  near  future. 
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In  conclvision,  I would  lilce  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  the 
volimtary  organisations  in  the  district  that  do  such  worthwhile  xrorlc 
in  providing  meals  on  wheels  and  other  services,  and  I would  lUre  to 
thank  the  Council,  Officers  of  the  Goimcil,  Mr.  D.O,  Ileredith  Jones 
and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  generous  assistance 
througlmit  the  year.

More  xrark  needs  to  be  done  in  the  future  before  any  large  scale 
screening  procedure  can  be  set  in  motion,  in  particular,  infomnation 
on  the  levels  of  normality  for  the  population. 

It  may  be  10  years  before  mass  screening  procedure  will  be 
introduced  and  pending  this,  the  only  screening  that  is  being  under- 
taken on  a mass  scale  at  present  is  the  detection  of  blood  disease  in 
nex^  bom  babies,  due  to  errors  of  metaborlism,  which  if  not  treated 
cause  mental  defects,  and  wMch  noM  can  be  successfully  treated.

IHPECTIOUS  DISEASES 


During  the  year  there  were  79  cases  of  measles  notified,  which  is 
a considerahle  reduction  on  the  average  for  previous  years. 

A vaccine  has  now  been  introduced  which  should  reduce  the  incidence 
of  the  disease.  The  public  response  in  accepting  vaccine  has  been  poor 
so  far  and  this,  coupled  with  difficulties  with  the  production  of  vaccine 
from  or^- manufacturer,  has  put  a considerable  break  upon  the  measles 
vaccin^  programme . 

4 cases  of  whooping  cough  viere  notified  aad  11  cases  of  pneumonia, 
although  tliis  has  now  ceased  to  become  a notifiable  disease. 

4 cases  of  dysenteiy  were  notified  to  the  Department  and  every 
case  xjcLS  followed  up  until  negative  stools  vrere  obtained. 

Tuberculosis  is  still  a problem  in  the  area  although  its  incidence 
is  steadily  declining,  2 cases  were  recorded  during  1968. 
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Tlie  folloidjr.gtiil^lc  shovfs  the  trend  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  district  over  the  past  12  years;-

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CHEST  X RAY  FACILITIES 


The  mass  X ray  unit  of  the  Welsh  Hospital  Board  ceased  to  call 
routinely  in  Holywell  and  other  areas  at  the  end  of  December  1967. 

Persons  requiring  an  X ray  of  the  chest. are  advised  to  approach 
their  own  Doctor,  who  can  refer  the  patient  to  various  Chest  Clinics 
in  the  district  for  an  X ray,  and  I am  infomned  that  there  should  not 
be  any  delay  in  these  arrangements  being  made. 

COROITARY  }IEART  DISEAS]^ 


There  lias  been  a significant  rise  in  the  deaths  due  to  coronai^’" 
disease  in  tliis  countiy,  and  it  has  been  established  that  there  are 
certain  factors  linked  i*dth  the  incidence  of  this  disease,  and  these 
factors  are  as  follows 

1.  High  Blood  Pressure 

2.  Obesity 

3.  Snoking  Cigarettes  - the  more  cigarettes  smoked  - the 
greater  the  risk  of  developing  this  disease. 

4.  High  Blood  Cholesterol. 

5.  Physical  Inactivity. 

6.  Development  of  mental  stress  and  less  important  factors 
which  include  heredit3'‘  and  race. 

It  is  hoped  tha,t  within  a few  yBars  it  will  become  feasible  for 
the  screening  of  sections  of  the  population  at  greatest  risk  of 
developing  the  disease,  that  is  men  beti^een  the  ages  of  30  - 45  and 
vromen  betiireen  the  ages  of  40  -55 » and  giving  advice  to  those  who  show 
the  greatest  risk  of  developing  tliis  disease* 

There  are  certain  factors  which  reduce  the  odds  of  developing  tin 
disease,  these  being  to  reduce  smoking,  talcing  more  exercise,  reducing 
the  intalce  of  sugar  and  starchy  food,  and  if  obose,  of  m£iking  a serious 
attempt  to  reduce  irreight.

Opinion 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  condition  of  the  v;ater  sample 
taken,  the  results  of  which  are  sho\m  above,  was  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  a number  of  properties,  mainly  scattered  rural 
dwellings  and  farms,  that  do  not  receive  mains  water  supply  in  the 
district,  and  it  is  imperative  that  where  practicable  these  properties 
be  provided  with  a public  supply. 

There  are  two  private  water  schemes  in  the  district  which  supply 
a number  of  properties,  viz.  the  Gyrn  Estate  in  the  Parish  of  Llanasa 
and  the  Penbedw  Estate  in  the  Perish  of  Nannerch,  and  I hope  that  it 
will  be  possible  in  the  near  future  to  provide  mains  water  supply  to 
these  dwellings,  which  nov;  receive  their  supplies  from  shallow  wells 
and  which  have  been  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  from  their  drinking 
water  aspect. 

Agreement  has  now  been  reached  regarding  a scheme  for  supplying 
mains  water  to  the  farms  and  cottages  in  the  Bryn  Goleu  area  but  little 
progress  has  been  made  on  the  scheme  for  the  farms  and  dwellings  in  the 
Merewys  Mountain  area,  and  I would  urge  that  the  Council  continue  to 
press  the  ¥;:lsh  Office  and  the  Central  Flintshire  ¥ater  Board  and  the 
County  Council  to  expedite  this  scheme. 

Some  farmers  have  informed  me  that  the  lack  of  mains  water  supply 
has  restricted  their  typo  of  farming  and  precluded  them  from  engaging 
in  the  production  of  milk. 

It  would  seem  from  ray  enquiries  that  the  chief  obstacle  in  the 
progress  of  schemes  is  the  question  of  finance. 

I would  like  to  point  out  that  as  far  as  I am  aware  there  has 
been  no  case  of  infectious  disease  occurring  as  a result  of  the 
consumption  of  water  from  these  shallow  wells  but  nevertheless  it  is 
important  from  the  amenity  aspect  that  these  people  who  have  no  public 
supply  of  water  be  provided  with  one.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPSCTOR'S  REPORT 


For  the  Year  Ended  3Ist  December  1968 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Public  Cleansin^: 

The  collection  of  dry  refuse  and  nightsoil  has  continued  to  be  carried 
out  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  three  Shelvoke  and  Drei>rry  35  cubic  yard 
Pokamatics  and  a IO/12  cubic  yard  side  Loader  in  operation.  These  vehicles 
are  engaged  on  dry  refuse  collection  throughout  the  area,  giving  the  great 
majority  of  premises  a weekly  collection  of  refuse. 

Regular  weekly  collections  of  nightsoil  are  given  to  approximately 
1,260  properties  throughout  the  area  by  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Hightsoil/ 
Cesspool  Emptying  vehicle  staffed  by  a crew  of  two  men. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  number  of  properties  still  served  by  pail  closets 
will  once  again  show  a marked  decrease  dijring  the  coming  months  due  to  the 
installation  of  main  sevrerage  schemes  in  parts  of  the  District,  and  through 
the  continuance  of  the  Council’s  Re-housing  Programme. 

15  men  are  engaged  primarily  on  dry  refuse  collection,  2 on  nightsoil 
collection,  1 on  tip  mainteilance,  2 on  cesspool  emptying,  1 on  miscellaneous 
duties  and  1 on  supervisory  duties.  During  the  year  a total  of  345  working 
days  were  lost  due  to  men  talcing  their  annxxal  holidays  and  absence  through 
sickness.  This  figure,  therefore,  represents  the  equivalent  of  well  over 
one  man’s  time  for  a year,  from  which  the  Council  receive  no  benefit.  On 
top  of  this  figure  time  was  also  lost  through  Bank  Holidays,  etc,,  vrliich 
amounted  to  a further  total  of  126  woricing  days. 

The  Council  operate  two  refuse  disposal  sites  for  the  reception  of 
houseliold  refuse  in  tne  area.  One  is  sited  on  the  main  Coast  Road  at  Mostyii 
and  the  other  near  ^he  Towi  of  Ik)ld  at  Sychdyn.  - 

A Massey  Ferguson  Industrial  3305  Tractor  is  used  for  levelling  and 
covering  and  this  vehicle  is  engaged  full  time  on  tip  maintenance. 

An  estimated  60,000  cubic  yards  of  refuse  is  dealt,  xdth  annually  on 
the  tips.  In  addition,  a scheme  is  operated  for  the  disposal  of  car  bodies 
from  tips.  An  arrangement  hns  been  made  with  a Looel  Company  to  remove  the 
cars  free  of  charge*  and  as  a result  approximately  450  derelict  car  bodies 
have  been  moved  from  various  sites  witlriin  the  area.  This  scheme  is  now 
working  satisfactorily  but  the  problem  of  indiscriminate  dumping  of  old 
vehicles  on  various  sites  is  still  apparent  throughout  the  area. 

The  paper  sack  scheme  of  collection  was  enlarged  dirring  the  year  by 
650  vmitsi  The  scheme  has  generally  proved  to  be  successful  but  a few 
complaints  li^ere  received  regarding  the  ripping  of  bags  by  cats  and  dogs, 
vrhich  have  generally  been  satisfactorily  overcome. 

It  is  hoped  during  the  3;^ar  to  enlarge  the  scheme  by  the  provision 

of  2,000  plastic  refuse  containers  throughout  the  area. 

The  service  for  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  has  again 
been  widely  used.  Two  free  services  are  still  provided  for  domestic 
properties  within  the  area,  and  a total  of  840  tanks  \jexe  emptied  d\aring 
the  year.

Camping  Sites 

Regular  inspections  of  camping  sites  are  carried  out  during  the 
season.  Samples  of  sev/age  effluents  are  obtained  from  time  to  time, 
in  order  that  sewage  vrorks  are  maintained  at  a reasonable  standard. 

Pew  unsatisfactorj'-  conditions  were  found  and  the  sites  were,  in 
the  main,  operated  satisfactorily.

SECTION  D 
Housing 

The  inspection  of  houses  throughout  the  area  has  continued  to  be 
a major  part  of  the  Department’s  work  during  the  year.  Many  surveys 
have  been  imdertaken  and  individual  house  inspections  carried  out  as 
a result  of  the  routine  inspection  work. 

The  brunt  of  the  inspection  work  has  arisen  as  a result  of  tlie 
continuance  of  the  Council’s  Re-Housing  and  Sl\im  Clearance  Programme. 
Surveys  have  been  carried  out  in  the  Northop  area  and  the  folloiring 
action  talcen:-

Inspections  of  all  food  premises  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the 
District  during  the  year.  Conditions  generaJly  were  found  to  he  reasonably 
satisfactory  and  it  was  noted  that  the  staixlard  of  hygiene  liad  improved, 
particularly  as  a result  of  new  Shop  lay-outs  and  modem  methods  of  display, 
etc. 

Contraventions  of  the  hygiene  Regulations  were  discovered  folloi'/ing 
routine  insnections  in  a number  of  premises,  which  mainly  related  to  unclean 
conditions. 

It  was  necessarj'"  to  resort  to  legal  action  in  one  instance,  following 
repeated  requests  to  the  omer/occupier  of  a butcher's  Shop,  xirhicli  was  sub- 
standard. The  Defendant  was  foimd  'Guilty'  and  was  fined  a total  of 
£18.  0,  Od,  on  six  cliarges,  together  iidth  costs  which  amo\nted  to  £10,  10.  Od, 

A number  of  Shops  hove  been  replaced  by  new  Sloops  on  the  Council's  new 
housing  estates  in  furtherance  of  the  slvim  clearance  programme,  which  have, 
of  course,  pi-ovided  improved  accommodation. 
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Rcf-^ilar  inspections  have  also  continued  at  licensed  premises  and 
clubs  throughout  the  area.  Again  contraventions  were  taicen  up  x^ith  the 
various  Brexreries  concerned,  xjhich  related  in  the  main  to  unsatisfactor;>" 
beer  cellars. 

The  question  of  inadequate  sanitary  accommodation  x^as  also  taken  up 
in  a number  of  co.se s and  a number  of  premises  in  the  area,  have  been 
completely  re-modernised  dxrring  the  year. 

P.'i.ans  liave  also  been  received  in  respect  of  a further  nrunber  of 
Houses  xdiich  are  to  be  improved  during  the  ne::t  yean.

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  xri-thin  the  specified  hours  on  days  xjliich 
xiere  fixed  by  agreement  folloi-ring  the  introduction  of  the  Heat  Inspection 
(Amendment)  Regulations,  1966. 

Particular  arrangements  are  made  for  Banlc  Holidays,  etc.,  and  lOO/O  meat 
inspection  ha.s  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 
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Regular  inspections  are  also  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Slaughterhouse  (hygiene)  Regulations,  195Q  and  the  Slaughter  of  inimals 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  premises  have  heon 
satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Tlie  slaughterhouse  is  used  by  a total  of  5 butchers  and  meat  is 
provided  for  the  districts  of  Ilolyvrell  Rural,  Mold  Urban  and  Plint  Borough, 

2 of  the  butchers  being  situnted  in  this  Authority's  area. 

All  the  animals  without  exception  have  been  found  to  be  of  good 
qurJ-ity,  t-jith  the  result  that  little  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  as  being- 
unfit  for  human  consumption.
